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MINUTES. 


New Hops, Tare County, Miss., 
October 17th, 1873. 
The messengers from the Churches composing the Cold Water 

Baptist Association, met at 11 o'clock, in the Meeting House of 

New Hope Church. The introductory sermon was preached by 

Elder T. P, Montgomery, from John 8, 36: “If the Son there- 

fore shall make you free, you shall be free indeed,” 

After an intermission of one hour for refreshments, the delegates 
Assembled ig the house, and were called to order by Elder E. D. 

Miller, the Moderator. A part of the 13th chapter of Acts was 

read—the hymn “ Joy to the world” was sung, and prayer was 

offered, the Moderator leading. 

At the request of the Moderator, Elders T. P. Manning and 
J. H. Amacker read the letters from the Churches. 

The body then proceeded to permanent organization by electing 
its officers. Elder W. H. Barksdale, and Prof. M. T. Martin were 
appointed tellers, Elder James Dennis was elected Mi tor, 

“i WilliamapOlerk, and T. H Smith, Treasurer. On thKing his 
seat, Elder Dennis addressed the Association in a few appropriate 
remarks, and Elder H. B. Hayward led in prayer for God's 
blessing on this session of our body, 

On motion, Liberty Hill was dropped from the list of churches, 
it having been dissolved. { 

Petitionary letters were then called for; when a letter was 
presented from the Watson Baptist Church, a newly constituted 
body, ‘asicing membership in. this Association. The Church was 
unanimously received, and the right hand of fellowship extended 
to her delegates,

Appointed a committee consisting of F. R. Boston, N. I, 
Wilson and M. Hl. Renfroe, to “nswer the queries sent up from 


Carolina and Pleasant Grove Churches. Elder T. P. Montgomery 
was added to this committee, 
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nor prayer, nor subjective processes can ever take its place. It embodies 
hard stern facts, which are worthy of a man's highest faculties of apprupria- 
tion and intelligent appreivension, But without which, 't remaing a closed 
mine of exhaustless interest and wealth, and unkaown possibilities. And 
the great question before our churches is, how to bring the eople face to 
face with these facts, in close contact with the Bible, into iving interest, 
with God's revelation of himself. Preaching is the Kreat primary Christly 
ordained means, but the type of sermons, which prevails now, and which no 
doubt the times demand, cannot accomplish every thing. It ean arouse, 
convince, move and flash great light on the Bible and become a vast medium 
for conveying New Testament knowledge. But it generally pre-supposeg 
a fund of information, and hence if & man were to depend on sermong 
alone for bis scripture knowledge, it would be a miserable failure, and God's 
great a of exhaustless wisdom would remain to him unexposed and 
unworked. 


The great -impetus which has been given to knowledge of this century, 
originated out of the abandonment of the old principle of investigation, 
of advancing from principles to facts, and working from facts or Phenomena 
to principles. Prof. Samson, used to say, “young gentlemen the true 
method of discovering truth, is through the gathering of facts,” One of the 
greatest living students of nature. has organized a school, in which his 
pupils study not through the mediam of text hooks, but nature herself. 
And so the great means for » reading Bible knowledge, for diffusing its 
living facts among men, especially among the young, is by bringing them 
into vital, intelligent, enthusiastic contact with it, 80 that its great facts and 
Principles—aye that Wondrous life, may stand before them, not in dreamy 
mystic clendy out-lines, but clearly and positively define in great 
momentous and eternal realities the living Christ of the living Bible. 


and-deep, and lasting foundation for conversion. 
Christian life may be traced back to ignorance and neglect of God's word, 
to its unappropriated riches and treasures ; to the fact that the great meang 
of grace, which God bas stored away in the Bible, like treasures in the 
earth, have gone undiscovered and unused, a 
No one can be ignorant of the lurking doubt and skepticism, which is 
pervading all classes of the reading and thinking world, and the ‘Church of 
Christ has to meet this, and meet it iatelligonaly and boldly. The darkest 
ages of the Church, when she was Swept and stormed by infidelity, and 
immorality settled over her as gross darkness were pre-cursed by ignorance 
and neglect of the Scriptures. Skepticism originates in Many cases from 
ack of clear views of the character, scope and design of God's word, in the 
origin and mutual relations of its parts. These tendencies can be, met only 
by diffusing scriptural knowledge, S driving doubt away through the light 
oF personal investigation. It is b tting others to study and think for 
themselves on this great subject. De y truth can meet error. 
he grandest, the most eloquent, the most convineing arguments are 
from the Bible's own pages, as the greatest evidences for Christ's claim, 
are from his own person and life. Our Sunday-schools and Bible instruction 
open up vast fields, rich with great capabilities for realizing all that is most 
desirable in the diffusion of scripture Seatabio: 
2ased upon these thoughts, I would suggest : 
lst. That our Sunda schools be looked upon as « vital and necessary 
Sf piment to the carefully Prepared and earnest sermon for the spreading 
the gospel. 
2nd. That the motto. of our Sunday-school workers be, ‘‘ Every church 
member in the Su school as a teavher, or student of the Bible.” 
3rd, That, that/mode of instruction be adopted, which tends to stematic 
serial and immediate investigation of the Holy Scriptures, such as the 
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Elder J. W. Lipsey, Chairman, read the report of the Minis- 
terial Education Board; and after addresses on the subject by 
Elders F, R. Boston, H. B. Hayward, J. L. Brown and others, it 
was adopted as follows :

There has been no means collected aed paid out 
for the benefit of young mihisters in our Association, except fifteen dollars 
by the Chairman, to Bro. Miller,'in Union University, and dollars by 
Bro. Stein, to Bro, Lusk in the same school,

How often is the angel religion present butao look on, 
drop a tear and retire, while reason reddens wit shame, and common sense 
retreats in disgust.” Such a pastor is the curse and mildew of society; he 
does heaven no , and earth much harm. A true pastor should, son itis 
his duty to guard against a lifeless formalism on the one hand, and a reckless 
enthusiasm on the other; a time-serving policy, and a disregard of what is 
prudent; a cold and manehty bearing in social intercourse, and the 
indulgence of levity, with an absence of all dignity, propriety and gravity. 
At‘all times, whether in the social circle, or in the c ber of mourning 
and death: in the family circle, or on the thoroughfare of trade and travel ; 
in the private interview, or in his public ministrations, he should manifest 
that uncorruptness, gravity, sincerity and sound speech, amiable bearing 
and purity of conduct, that extorts deference and esteem from the skeptic 
and scoffer, and that wins, woos ard leads into the way of life, immortal souls, 
3rd. A pastor should be sound in the faith firmly established in the
